These will have to do with 
feed, housing, exercise, etc. The results are 
expected to be many and valuable. What one hen js capable of 
doing in the way of contributing to the world’s food supply under 
varying conditions, determination of her minimum and maximum 
output, a clearer understanding of the treatment and environment that 
encourage or depress her, and a more comprehensive knowledge of 
her disposition, inclination and taste, may be set down as a few of 
them. It is unnecessary to say that the Connecticut Agricultural 
College is going into this matter with an eve single to the advance 
ment of learning and not for any light or unworthy purpose what- 
soever. 

But hard as the facaty of that institution may strive, it will be 
next to impossible to prevent the test from becoming, in the eve and 
estimation of the COMMNOnN pes yple, a contest partaking somewhat of 
the flavor of, shall we say, innocent amusement. The fact that hens 
from all the states and dependencies of this country, from Mexico, 
Canada, Japan, China, Cuba, South America and the various nations 
of Europe, and even from Africa and Australia, are to be included 
in the entries is of itself sufficient to arouse sectional and national 
rivalry to the extent, at least, of exciting the hope among the respee- 
tive peoples that their hens may do the most laying. We use the 
plural number advisedly, because there are to be four hens in the 
representation of each nationality and breed, the aim of the agricul- 
tural college being to apply to egg production that system of team- 
work that has in these latter davs proved so efficient in the carrying 
on of civic uplifts. This being the case, let us be neither surprised 
nor discouraged 1f we learn that. people in different parts of the 
country or the world are regarding the contest as, for instance, they 
might regard a baseball series, an international yacht race or an 
Olympic tournament. 

\WWhen all is said, there is a great deal more local and national 
pride in hens than is generally expressed. That there is intense 
personal pride in home, or back lot, hen production, everybody knows 
who has heard a neighbor describing to a fellow commuter the merits 
of his Leghorns, Plymouth Rocks, \Wyandottes or Jersey Blues. But 
even though feeling apparently runs high among chicken-fanciers.
